The call was 
signed by sixteen members of the 
committee of the county— more than 
a majority—and a convention assem- 
bled under such a call would be legal, 
and the delegates selected by it 
would have a clear title to their 
seats in the convention.

A publication ot the call in a Repub- 
lican newspaper was necessary, and 
all at once the Sherman Hanna-Hall-

have not been idle. Postmaster-ex 
pect Fletcher, aided by statesmen 
Kalb, Halfhill, Longsworth and Par- 
menter, have kept the sidewalks hot 
working against the convention.

stitutes the "rump" contingent, anc 
they have endeavored to have certain 
names withdrawn from the call, so as

An ocean greyhound charges 


S75 for six days' travel, a slower boat 
160 for ten days' travel, including ev- 
ery comfort and luxury that the most 
astidions can desire. Land travel on 
he other side is cheaper than in Amer- 
ca, but the accommodations are much 
simpler. In America a voting woman 
with slender purse must travel first class 
and pay $2 for every night spent in a 
deeper. In England she may travel 
iiird class at a much reduced fare, on 
the continent second class, and it is hut 
Beldam night travel is necessary, for 
distances between cities and points of 
interest are short

or with a party not too large, composed 
of people of the sarae grade socially, are 
enjoyable and advantageous to the tour- 
ist, for he ib relieved of all the responsi- 
bility and anxiety incident to foreign 
travel, with the constant change of lan- 
guage and customs. No time is wasted, 
only places and objects ol importance 
and interest are visited and no time is 
spent in places without interest to- the 
tourist. However, it would be well for 
those intending to join such a party to 
investigate carefully the reliability of 
the firm or individual with whom they 
intend to travel, since certain returning 
parties have very unhappy tales to tell 
of the way they were herded and con- 
ducted like "dnmb driven cattle" far 
from their "native

A Useful iDMscticide. 


Professor Smith, in a bulletin from 


the New Jersey station, tells that mel- 
on growers are using the bisulphide to 
destroy the melon louse. By keeping 
close -watch of the field they arc able to 
detect the hills on which the lice begin 
their work A light, tight cover ot 
cloth or paper is pnt over the bill, and 
tinder it is placed in a small disb a tea- 
spoonful or morp of thu bisulphide. Ill 
about an hour this will kill oiery louse 
nmler the cover. By taking the infested 
hills in time the lice may be kept ont 
of the field. It is known, too, that, tho 
bisulphide may be iiijeoird into tho soil 
to kill the cabbage root waggot. It is

We should at all hazards keep the 


feet warm. The difference between cold 
feet and warm is a difference which 
has an important effect upon the gener- 
al temperature of the body and an 
equally important 
effect upon _both 


health anu comfort alike in the iiiglit 
ami in the day. The blood, propelled 
bv the heart, circulates, as we know, 
through the whole body. If a consid- 
erable part of the body, like the two 
feet, is very cold, tho warm blood has 
to pass through a larga cold area, and it 
becomes cooled in passing. But. in the 
case of cold feet not only is the area 
cold, but tho flow of blood, in conse- 
quence of the reuiotuuess of the feet 
from tho cardiac pump, is at its lowest. 
There is consequently the element of 
time to be considered, and when this is 
considered it is perceived how very 
much really cold feet may lower the 
whole temperature of the blood, and BO 
of the body. Ou the other hand, when 
the feet are warm, very warm, they 
will nofc lower, but actually raise the 
temperature of the blood, and thus 
make a very important difference, in- 
deed, in tho warmth of the whole body. 
Thinking of thesti things, one may 
readily see why a small degree of cold- 
ness in the feet may produce in some 
persons colic pains, and even diarrhea, 
whili! a greater degree of coldness in 
the feet may bring about in others even. 
a tvphlitis or peritonitis.—JJondon Hos- 
pital. 


Origin of the Horae. 


Dr. Lydekker, the English natural- 


ist, says that while the ordinary Euro- 
pean breeds of horses may have been 
derived from those which were first sub- 
jugated by tho stone implement, makers 
of western Europe, unnumbered cen- 
turies ago, it is probable, that-"thor- 
oughbred" horses are of eastern origin. 
He thinks that Turkestan was their 
original home, and that the ancient 
Turcomans and Mongols were tho first 
Asiatic tribes to make the wild horse 
the servant and friend of man. Horses, 
believed by some, authorities to belong 
to a truly wild race—that, is to say, 
whose ancestors were never domesti- 
cated—still inhabit the central Asian 
steppes. From Turkestan, according to 
Dr. Lydekker, they spread to Hindu- 
stan, Persia, Assyria, Egypt and Ara- 
bia. In tho last, named country they be- 
came so indispensable that many have 
supposed Arabia to be the original 
home of tho horse. The interesting faat 
is pointed out that our North American 
Indians, to whom tho horse was un- 
known before the advent of white men, 
have shown the same skill and adapt- 
ability iu mastering them that the 
Arabs exhibited, so that, as Dr. Lydek- 
ker remarks, ' 'Had wc/not historic; evi- 
dence to tho contrary there is no saying 
but that the original subjugation of tho 
horse might have beeu attributed to thu 
Indian of the prairies."

At 1 30 o'clock yesterday afternoon 


the jury iu the trial of the murder 
ca»3 at Bucyrus returned a verdict 
finding the prisoner, Shelby Cole, 
guilty of murder in the second de- 
gree, for which the pnnlabment is 
imprisonment for life. 


On December 10 last, Nelson Scba- 


gel, a brakeman on the C. & E., and 
well known in this city, attempted 
to put a tra&p off a O. & E. freight 
train 
near 
Gallon, 
and 
was 


shoe and killed by the latter Shelby 
dole of Marioc, O., was subsequently 
arrested by marshal Blair, of that 
city and was identified by conductor 
Johnston, formerly of this city, as 
the muiderer. His trial lasted thir- 
teen days at Bucyrus with the above 
result. In its account of the termi- 
nation of the famous case the Bucy- 
rus forum says: 


When Mrs. Judge Tobias left the 


court room this morning, after bear- 
ing her husbaad deliver the charge 
to the jury, she remarked that- this 
was the thirteenth day of the trial 
and she wondered which side ij would 
be unlucky for. 


The jurry settled the question at 


1 30 this afternoon by bringing, in a 
verdict of murder In the second de 
gree, and now Shelby Oole is sure 
that No. 13 is a "Jonah" for him. 


The jury retired about 9:50 o'clock, 


and everyone left the court room 
with the conviction that the body 
would not be heard from until very 
late in the afternoon.

reached, and a messenger was dis- 
patched for lodge Tobias.

His 
attorneys- were dee ply surprised-, as 
they ha* been clal.mlng confidently 
tbat he would be auqui&ted, but they 
soon reaovered and began taking ac- 
tion. Wiekbam called- for a poll of 
the jury, and each asember 13 re 
epoDB» to bis name answered tbat it 
was his verdict.
